Much 
that is happening must of necessity be distaste- 
ful to very many residents in Shanghai ond 
China generally, but, if a perfectly realistic 
view be taken of the position, it must be ap- 
parent that considerable caution should be 
exercised tn forming any judgment, or decld- 
ing upon any particular course of action. For 
many foreign residents of Shanghai the times 
all for the exercise of n thorough-going na- 
Yona discipline, always remembering” the 
duty incumbent ‘upon them not only of pro- 
serving national dignity but of refraining trom 
such courses of action as may be calculated 
to embarrass their respective governments 
during the present delicate times and those 
which are still ahead. ‘They should remember 
that the last word has not yet been spoken 
fon any of the questions which are perplexing 
the world; it may be some considerable time 
before it is said, and it behoves every true 
patriot to make sure that none of his actions 
fare likely to complicate the dimeulties which 
confront" practically all the nations. Only 
by the exorcise of the xreatest possible care 
‘and self-restraint will it be possible best to 
ferve the interests of individual nations and 
those of the world at large. 








JAPAN'S IDEAL 


Much importance will be attached to the 
publication in Japan of the pamphlet entitled 
"Plea for Peace and Conciliation,” apparently 
written by a friend of the Japanese Premier, 
Prince Fumimaro Konnoe and distributed 
amongst foreign correspondents with the 
fer's compliments. The general circumstances 
of the publication and distribution of the pamphlet 
suggests that it represents a point of view, 
which if not officially held, has at least the 
endorsement of. the Prime’ Minister, Little

CHANGE OF BISHOP 
Dee. 1. 


‘The consecration of the Rt Rev. W. P. 
Roberts as Bishop of Shanghai was carried 
‘out with traditional ceremony yesterday in 
impressive manner. ‘The canonical minimum 
of ‘three consecrating Bishops whose ages 
totalled 218 years was duly secured, despite 
the diMculty of communications. ' Bishop| 
‘Norris was able to arrive from Peiping, Bishop 
Sing from Ningpo and Bishop Graves com- 
pleted the number required to consecrate his| 
successor. The Rt, Rev. Frederick Rogers| 
Graves’ forty-four ‘years’ administration of| 
the diocese of Shanghai thus comes to an end. 
‘That régime has.seen the original diocese, 
modified by the creation of the separate] 
Bishopric of Hankow which in turn produced! 
‘another separate sce of Anking in due course, 
‘An authoritative account of these episcopal’ 
developments has already explained the’ 
circumstances in which the Bishopric of 
‘Shanghai under a concordat arranged under} 
Bishop Graves’ auspices leaves the admini. 
stration of the Holy ‘Trinity Church to the 
Bishop of Chekiang at Hangchow, So Shang- 
hat has the distinction of being served by 
two Bishops and only the dislocation of the 
communications between Hangchow and) 
‘Shanghai prevented Bishop Curtis from| 
participating in yesterday's ceremony. A! 
similar disability prevented the attendance of| 
the Bishops of Hankow and Anking who| 
‘would otherwise have made certain of their| 
attendance. ‘The retirement of Bishop Graves} 
‘evokes special gratitude for the magnificent! 
efficiency and devotion with which he has so| 
long ruled his diocese. By general consent} 
he has been what is known as a strong Bishop| 
and that does not—in this part of the world 
at all events—imply a frequent appearance in| 
the forefront of current controversy. It 
rather connotes a strict attention to the| 
administrative requirements of his charge, as} 
well as to those spiritual duties which de~ 
mand the nice co-operation of practice with] 
precept. On those grounds Bishop Graves has| 
‘commanded general confidence and esteem. It 
is fifty-six years since he first came to China| 
as a missionary at Wuchang, after graduating] 
‘at the General Theological Seminary in his! 
‘own land, Except for two years as Professor: 
of Theology at St, John’s University, Shanghai, 
he remained in Wuchang until 1893 when he! 
returned to Shanghai to be consecrated as] 
successor to Bishop Boone. In addition to! 
the Doctorate of Divinity accorded to him in| 
the United States of America in 1893. he! 
received in 1908 the same distinction at the 
hands of Oxford University. He carries into] 
retirement the goodwishes of all his friends| 
in China, 

Bishop Graves was 35 when he assumed! 
charge of the Shanghai diocese. His newly-| 
consecrated successor is 49 with twenty-three| 
years’ service in China to his credit. Bishop| 
Roberts first came to this country in 1914 
having graduated at Yale. He had experience| 
at St, John’s University, Shanghai, and also 
‘at Soochow before being transferred for the| 
second time to Nanking in 1923. He has| 
worked in the capital until he accepted the} 
charge with which he has now been duly| 
invested. Bishop Roberts comes to his see at 
‘a time when it is under the cloud of a dis-| 
tressing and ravaging war. Nearly every 
part of his wide territory has learnt of the] 
horrors of modern warfare during the last] 
few weeks. He cannot for the moment make 
himself fully known to his people in his new 
capacity. In that situation he is assured of| 
general sympathy. In his judgment and) 
Jeadership the diocese will trust for guidance} 
‘as it faces the present distocation and even-_ 
tually addresses itself to the work of reha-| 
bilitation, Despite the upheaval the spirit of] 
{its fellowship must steadily continue to] 
‘exercise its influence, overcoming the obstacles| 
which prevent physical contact and com- 
munion, Indeed it well may be that the new 
Bishop, sensing the significance of the aflli 
tion around him, will consider the opportur 
now offered him as a source of abundant in-| 
spiration. His experience has been gained in| 
the very heart of the new China which is to-| 
day groping for encouragement. He will 
thereby be greatly endowed with the percep- 
tion of the spiritual needs of those who come: 
under his episcopal charge. 

‘These are difficult days for men and women| 
of the Christian faith, whether in China or| 
further afield. ‘They know that many of the| 
deep-rooted principies of their profession are; 
being assailed on this or that ground of ex- 
pediency. They cannot but fecl that the| 
doubts by Which the world become afflicted! 
are in themselves portents of failure or lack| 
of resolution in their community. ‘This de-| 
pression should not lead to despair or even 
to endorsement of doubt. It should rather| 
stimulate the discipline of self-examination 
fon which the Christian creed is so Armly| 
based. As the humours of modern civiliza~ 
tion's malaise’ involve nations and  in- 
dividuals in actions which seni to belie the| 
humanity of the race, guidance should be 
‘sought on. the best manner of adjusting the| 
mind and thought to the situation thus 
created, Intolerant indictments of human 
‘error, incoherent rebellion against the. mis- 
chances of fate and precipitate counsels of] 
despair should be rejected. The Christian 
may find that the conception of his faith has 
to be developed on newer lines of.a universal 
appeal which may imply adoption of the code:| 




















Humani wihil a me alienum puto. Therein 
lies the-way to re-establish that greatest of 


‘Christian virtues—the charity of mind which! 
‘seeks to understand. Those thoughts indeed, | 
albelt feeble in expression, may somehow ; 
come to the succour of the Church in China| 
to-day.

the diocese as it continues its fellowship 
under a new leader. 





A DESPERATE CASE 
Dec, 2. 


General Chiang Kai-shek, from the time 
of his public pronouncement at Kuling last 
July made no secret of the conviction that| 
resistance to the Japanese in the fleld would 
involve endurance of grave losses and graver’ 
economic destruction. He received what he| 
regarded as the country's mandate to embark 
‘on that resistance with the full acceptance of 
the consequences which he so clearly out- 
lined. The event has proved the accuracy of 
his views. It has also brought to light. the 
remarkable powers of an admittedly weaker 
Chinese military machine to give a good 
account of itsclf, despite enormous losses 
which have been ‘aggravated by the want of 
‘an organized medical corps. Round Shanghai 
where the Chinese authorities decided to 
make a main test of their troops' capacity for 
resistance the Japanese were successfully’ 
‘opposed for three months before the 
weight of superior armament told its! 
inevitable tale. Now the Japanese ad- 
vance is being pressed toward Nanking’ 
where, though confident assertions of an 
ability to resist are being made, it is 
becoming clearer that Japanese expectations 
of a speedy success are justified. ‘This. 
view is supported by the confirmation of the 
fall of Kianying which was well provided 
with modern artillery and had every appear- 
ance of being difficult to assault, ‘The fact is 
that the effort so lavishly made round Shang- 
hhai has to all intents and purposes broken the 
morale of the Chinese forces. In front of 
Nanking there are apparently fresh troops 
which have not yet come into contact with 
the Japanese, bui in view of the demoraliza~ 
tion of the defenders now being driven upon. 
them by Japanese pressure, it is exceedingly 
unlikely that they can be expected to stand 
in such disadvantageous conditions, ‘The 
confidence engendered in the advancing 
forces by recent successes will combine with 
the confusion attendant on the retreat of a 
broken army to make the task wf the defence 
at Nanking virtually impossible. The cessa- 
tion of fighting in the North, indicating the| 
‘completion of the invaders’ military conquest 
there, is a fact the significance of which can- 
not be ignored. 

‘Japanese activities in bombing along the: 
‘Yangtze, to judge from reliable accounts from 
travellers from the river districts, have set 
up an indescribable panic. Ships’ are being’ 
rushed by frightened villagers who hardly 
know where they want to go but are satisfied 
80 long as they can get aboard a vessel which 
apparently will take them from an area 
doomed to destruction. Even on the north. 
bank of the Yanglze where Japanese acro- 
planes have not yet appeared, the same panic 
prevails. Shanghai needs no instruction on 
the terrible conditions which result from the 
Aight of civilians in such case. Here in the 
internationally protected zone of | Nantao 
there are 250,000 refugees from the war. 
horror. ‘Their plight is being mitigated by 
the solicitude of devoted workers but even 
80 it is desperate enough. What must be the 
conditions for these Yangtze villagers blindly 
[seeking refuge up-country with very little 
hope of finding succour and with nothing but 
estitution and perhaps worse before them? 
‘The demoralization of the forces of the 
Chinese Government has added large num- 
bers of soldiers to the refugees. Despite the 
brave words issued from Nanking there 
is solid ground for the belief that this process 
is rapidly developing. It must eventually 
reproduce the horrors of country-side pillage 





ity! and looting with which China is all too 


familiar. ‘The Japanese invasion supported 
by bombing activitiés has succeeded in creat 
ing such a general panic among the civil 
Population in the Yangtze valley that the 
fabric of the district administration has been 
‘sorely shaken if not altogether shattered. 
‘There does not seem to be the slightest hope 
that the reorganization of the battered armies 
can be successfully attempted in such condi 
tions. Already it is reported that soldiers are’ 
obtaining their supplies at the bayonet's 
point. Nanking’s prospects of holding out 
inst the Japanese for any length of 

are, as already suggested, poor indeed. Some 
Japanese reports claim that within ten days 
or even Jess Nanking will be in the invaders’ 
hands. Apart from the loss of man-power 
this will involve the Government in grave 
material losses some of which, notably the 
well-furnished and well-equipped arsenal, 
‘would be irreplaceable. The Government has. 
moved its headquarters to Chungking, That 
does not dispose of the difficulty of the com- 
plete disorganization which now seems to be 
imminent in the Middle Yangtze Valley and 
lower down and must plainly reduce the 
gesture of resistance to an impalpable un- 
reality. f 

The picture is grim. ‘It is frankly outlined 
in no spirit of reproach. Rather does it find 
lexpression here in the hope that it may give 
an opportunity for review of the situation 
for the purpose of ascertaining whether the| 
influence of the counsels of peace can be 














a grip of the situation. It has met a supreme 
crisis in a manner which has gained for China 
the respect and sympathy of the world. It 
‘can justify its leadership to the people and 
preserve its dignity if it courageously faces 
this problem of the disruption of the life of 
millions of peasants and villagers under the 
cruelly unprecedented pressure of the des- 
tructive forces of modern armaments, Tt can 
take heart from the fact that the complete 
breakdown of China's civie institutions would 
be unpalatable to the invaders, who, however 
disposed to exact the full price of their 
victory, might, on their own account, wel- 
come the opportunity to come to ‘terms, 
So, tragically the scene in this sadly-distressed 
country provides, an object lesson of the im- 
mensely enhanced power for destruction 
possessed by modern armies with their ability 
to rain death from the air at long range to 
the distraction and total discomfiture of the 
civil population. Between Shanghai and 
Nanking whole tracts of country lie desolate 
because of the havoc wrought and the terror 
created by the mere prospect of further 
attacks from the air. From this experience 
‘can be gauged tho magnitude of any convul- 
sion which would expose other teeming 
centres of population to the vengeance of 
modern weapons of offence. ‘Two nations 
equally equipped with this frightful power 
would emerge from the struggle as nerve- 
shattered, broken remnants of a humanity that, 
was. Having heroically protested, China can 
sfford to raise the issue of peace without fear 
of ignominy or a sense of humiliation, ‘The 
terms which she might have to consider 
would in themselves be onerous; the eircum- 
stances could not make them otherwise, ‘They 
would surely be less oppressive than they 
would be if the pretence of resistance were 
continued by a nation, distraught, denuded of 
material and moral stamina and unable to 
command the leadership of a Central Govern- 
ment. The sufferings now being endured by 
‘the masses fleeing from the war demon are 
pitiable enough. ‘They cannot be checked s0 
ong as the panic which has produced them 
still develops ahead of the advancing armies, 
‘The Government has shown itself courageous 
in stecling the nation’s resistance, It can 
show itself infinitely more courageous if it 
sets in full recognition of the fact that the 
possibility of continuing that resistance is 
beyond human competence. Cannot it not 
tell its people that they have suffered enough 
‘and that the time has come to face the bitter~ 
ness of defeat, strong in the knowledge that, 
dark as the picture is, their sufferings have 
not been altogether in’ vain? 








“UPRIGHT MERCHANTS” 
Dec. 3. 

Under the present constitution of the 
Poreign—or as it is more usually called the 
International—Settlement, a Member of the 
Council which is the Government of the aren 
involved, must be a “foreigner” who either 
Pays an annual assessment of fifty tacls on 
property owned by him or is a householder 
with an assessed rental of one thousand two 
hundred taels per annum. ‘The Roads and 
Jetties Committee, from which the Council 
‘eventually sprang after the amalgamation of 
the British and American Settlements in 1863, 
derived its members from more picturesque if 
Jess specific sources, ‘Three Upright Mer- 
chants" had to be appointed to form that Com- 
mittee by the British Consul under the original 
Land Regulations of 1845, which later were 
replaced by those of 1854 to be finally revised 
in 1866. Generally, however, it is noted that 
throughout the history of the Settlement the 
Ratepayers paid less attention to the assess 
ment qualification than to the principle of 
“uprightness.” ‘To the Council-—with gratity- 
ingly few exceptions—have therefore been 
elected men whose characters rather than 
their worldly possessions have pre-eminently 
‘commanded the voters’ confidence. With 
them have been associated in recent years 
five Chinese representatives of repute, in- 
directly elected through Chinese organizations, 
The Settlement has faced many vicissitudes in 
the course of its development. Its police force 
and its Volunteers have frequently had to 
defend it against dangers arising from disorder 
cultside or upheavals within, ‘Three times it 
has experienced anxietics owing 10 the exist- 
ence of hostilities between China and Japan. 
In the war of 1894-1895, it was expressly ex- 
cluded from the zone of operations, In 1932 
Mt became involved in the struggle betwcon 
the two countries in the neighbouring Chinese 
territory, In the present year a far graver 
conflict has brought upon it enormous loss of 
life and property und, actually, part of its 
administrative area is still under the military 
control of one of the contestants, 

In. these various crises the Shanghai Muni- 
cipal Council has been foreed to deal with 
problems of exceptional difficulty and: it is 
Pertinent to recall Mr, Justice Feetham's 
tribute fo the manner in which its trust has. 
been dischargec 

the Settlement, at the present stage of 

national development, is able not only to 
confer considerable benefits on its own large 

Population, and to safeguard the foreign and 

Chinese interests immediately concerned in 

its commerce and industry, but also by fune- 

tioning as the country’s ‘principal business 
and financial centre, to play a unique and 


‘essential part in the economie life of China 
asa whole, 




















invoked. ‘The Chinese Government has still 
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‘The latest crisis has not yet been solved. It 
has immeasurably outstripped in gravity any 
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of its predecessors, so much so that at this 
moment Mr, Justice Feetham’s encomium| 
must be read with rueful speculation on the! 
future, In due time it may be possible to! 
discuss that aspect of the Settiement’s position| 
with some knowledge of the factors involved 
in its ftirther development. ‘The immediate 
point of interest is the part which the present 
‘Municipal Council has played in seading the| 
‘community in this time of acute strain. Much 
hhas been written of the admirable steadfast- 
ness with which the executive offleers have} 
carried on the administration, of the marked 
ability shown by the ancillary public utility 
‘companies in keeping the essential services of| 
the Settlement in running order, in cireum- 
stances of great peril, much disiocation and 
incalculable disability. It is iting that the 
public should be reminded that behind that] 
administration and, indirectly therefore, be- 
hind those public ‘services, the Council has 
quietly functioned in the’ modest assiduity 
proper to the role of those “Upright Mer- 
chants” of bygone days. 

‘The experience of the Sino-Japanese trouble| 
of 1932 led to examination of the machinery 
which the Council was then forced to im- 
provise to carry on the administration in a 
time of crisis, It was observed that the ele- 
ment of improvisation itself constituted a 
difficulty. As the result of suggestions made 
in that ‘regard—the most important it is 
understood came from a memorandum  by| 
Colonel N. W. B. B. Thoms,—it was decided 
to keop in readiness skeleton organizations| 
with permanent officials as secretaries in 
waiting 80 that when the call came they could 
be at once brought into action and expanded 
according to need. ‘This roughly gives. the| 
genesis of the programme by which on the| 
‘outbreak ‘of the present hostilities various 
emergency committees came into being duly| 
provided with permanent secretaries from the| 
Council's staff, ‘The peculiar circumstances of| 
the recess and the nature of the struggle In 
which the Settlement became involved led to| 
‘the working of these committees as the main| 
controlling force behind the administration. | 
‘The Members of the Couneil at once slipped| 
into the routine. ‘They had their own duties| 
‘as Councillors in consultation. ‘They provided 
the nucleus for each of the emergency com- 
mittees on which public-spirited citizens were 
induced to serve with satisfactory results. 
Some of these committees are functi officio, 
but others are still heavily engaged in dis 
tussion and treatment of pressing problem: 
‘such as food and fuel supply, finance, refugees 
and the like, Their duties show no signs of| 
diminishing. In addition the restoration of 
educational facilities, the hundred and one| 
aspects of the health ‘situation and other vital 
social and economic issues have been handled | 
by the Members of the Council and the men| 
‘and women co-opted to complete the com- 
mitleas, ‘Thus has tho elasticity of the Settle-| 
ment’s system of government been vindicated 
From the recorded proceedings of these vari- 
fous committees, moreover, valuable material 
will have been gained for the guidance of the| 
‘community as it tackles the problem of restor- 
ing Shanghai to its normal activities. The 
Members of the Council who have thus given| 
of their time most generously to the common 
‘cause, have during the past four months, put 
in work which has been of the utmost valuc| 
and has maintained the highest traditions of 
eivie service here, Nor have their labours been 
confined to these committees, for the Settle 
‘ment’s peculiar position has raised important 
diplomatic questions on which the Council's 
action or inaction must have important bear-| 
ing. Unwise decisions, precipitancy on the| 
‘one hand, procrastination on the other might! 
at any time aggravate the situation, It is| 
‘true, of course, that the able permanent offl- 
clals responsible for the running of the Ad-| 
ministration have been fully equal to the 
responsibilities Imposed on them. ‘They could 
‘not, however, have responded so effectively to 
the call had not they had behind them a body 
of the Ratepayers’ representatives who could. 
and were ready to give up time and energy’ 
to advise, sanction and control. The Council 
has rison’to this occasion. ‘The fact should be 
put on record xo that the community may 
Know that its confidence has been fully! 
Justified, that its gratitude has been well-| 
‘earned, 


























A PEACE MOVE?

‘From Germany comes a direct denial that 
the Reich Government is attempting to| 
mediate in, the Sino-Japanese conflict. “How, 
far Reuter’s Hankow message regarding Dr. 
Oscar ‘Trautmann’s -conversations and. the| 
proposals said to have been mooted therein 
fs affected by this denial cannot be gauged. 
Specific examination of thelr purport is| 
unnecessary at the moment, for the Berlin 
‘message shows that if there has been any| 
* discussion it has not reached the point at 
which diplomatic cognizance of it can be 
taken, If by any chance the good offlees of 
the German Ambassador can be utilized 
to point: the way to a termination of 
a disastrous conflict they will meet with| 
general commendation. Germany's position | 
Is such that she can command peculiarly ef-| 
fective influence in ‘Tokyo and Nanking. Nor| 
should it be forgotten that Dr. Trautmann| 
personally enjoys special esteem as a diplomat] 
‘with exceptionally Ing and varied experience 
in. China, ‘The conditions which justity 
serious attention to the possibilities of making 
peace have been already described in this 





column. The description was designedly| 
frank, based as {t was on a realization of the 
terrible results ‘of the pressure of acrial 
attack on the country between Shanghai and] 
Nanking and on the riverain tract of the 
Yangtze. It has evoked unmistakable evidence 
that patriotic Chinese who yield to none in| 
their solicitude for their country’s integrity 
‘and honour, fecl that enough suffering has} 
been endured by the people and that, having. 
‘demonstrated China's readiness for sacrifice, 
the Government would ‘be best serving the 
country’s interests by secking peace before 
complete disaster has overwhelmed the 
administration, It Is significant that to 
General Chiang Kai-shek public opinion| 


sightedly defined the actualities of resistance, 
is best fitted to display the courage which is 
prepared to Jedd in calling a halt to that 
resistance. “It is also significant that Japan- 
ese commentators appear 10 recognise his 
bona fdes and, if the signs are judged aright, 
would be prepared to consider proposals for 
a peace arranged under his auspices. No 
doubt some little time must elapse before 
the feelers now made can develop concrete 
shape, but it is earnestly hoped. that any] 
such efforts will not be discouraged by any 
‘undue hesitancy. 

Canvass of the possibility of peace has 
evoked mention of the fact that China's 
Teaders embarked -on resistance with the 
‘greatest reluctance. Facing a cruel dilemma 
last July, the Chinese Government was driven| 
to the conviction that its very existence 
depended on a refusal to make peace at any 
price without testing the capacity of its 
military machine, unprepared and inadequate 
fs it was to contront the superior might of 
Japan, "Yet, even then, the voices of dis- 
sentients were discernible until, the dic 
hhaving been cast, a sense of patriotic duty’ 
impelled silence.” Reference was made the 
other day to this journal's attempt on Aug. 
4 to discuss the possibility of stopping the 
“senseless war” at the eleventh hour. Its 
position as a foreign commentator necessarily 
imposed on it a certain difidence in dealing 
with an issue which was the eoncern of China 
‘alone, eveh though the consequences could 
not be without serious interest to the world! 
at large. Of special importance therefore was 
the fact that on the next day, Aug. 5, the! 
“China Press,” an organ intimately associated 
with certain ‘Government leaders, also made 
‘an appeal for hesitation in proceeding to the 
‘extreme of armed’ resistance, Tt arrived at 
the same conclusions by a different process 
of reasoning and obviously without any idea 
of echoing the thoughts of a foreign observer. 
1t called upon the people to trust the Gov. 
femment in putting the vital interests of the 
country first and it indicated its view that 
those Interests demanded, if possible, the 
preservation of the Administration's ability 
to persevere in the work of economic recon 
struction, even if the alternative to resistance 
Involved “oppressive terms. 

Naturally, when the verdict went against 
this conclusion, the journal and those who 
agreed with it had io choice but to join in| 
the general consolidation of the nation’s 
powers of resistance, “That does not, however, 
‘weaken the foree of the arguments which it 
Used or mar their pertinence when, its ap- 
prohensions having proved all too justified, 
the possibility of seeking peace and cutting 
losses is coming under review. After point 
ing out the great disparity between. the 
“embryonic” defence machinery of China’ and 
Japan's modern armaments, the “China Press” 
‘then said: 

‘The question which the Chinese must decide 
is not whether they may win a war against 
Japan “but whether they ean maintain 
resistance fora suliclont period as to. wear 
ut both the ‘enemy force’ in the Aeld and| 
the taxpayers at home. it there is no chanee| 
for continued resistance, then resistance wil 
mean only the destruction of Chinese life 
and. property with little corresponding 
Gestruction in Japan and a postponement af 
China's reconstruction programme. which has 
already ‘begun to show signs of encourage 
ment. If a fair chance for prolonged resistance 
‘Were at all certain, then resistance should be 
dered at all cost. Tt may be also in, order| 
{o add, on the otter hand, that if resistance 
IS merely suicidal, then "peace should. be 
preferred. 

From these observations, which now have an} 
almost prophetic authority, it will be seen 
that a responsible section of Chinese opinion, 
proud as it may be of the courageous manner 
‘of thelr soldicrs! resistance in the face of 
eppalling odds, would welcome a definite 
approach to negotiation with Japan. In the 
light of the desperate predicament of the 
‘Chinese Government, ils armies and  the| 
whole fabric of the civil administration, 
nothing but commendation could be fortheom- 
ing for the leader who would stand forth to 
accept responsibility for pence. He probably 
would be fortified by the knowledge that 
‘once that decision were taken Japan might 
be disposed to let oncrosity have sway. 
If Dr. Trautmann is prepared to test the 
Issue good wishes will go to him in that 
admirable adventure,

is hoped that the lessons to be drawn from 
it will be useful for all parties in adapting, 
themselves to the conditions now governing 
Shanghai's occasions. ‘The officials of the 
French Concession proved themselves no less; 
alert than the colleagues in the Settlement, 
land no Jess capable of combining firmness 
with tactful discretion, As certain criticisms 
‘seem to suggest that the Shanghai Municipal 
Council might have more closely followed the 
French procedure it is necessary to point out 
the difference between the situation of the 
‘two authorities. In the Settlement the 
Japanese Government is one of the partners: 
of the administration, Despite the peculiar 
circumstances which have placed a part of 
Settlement for the time being in virtual 
‘military control by a Japanese army engaged 
in hostile operations against China, the 
Japanese could claim the right to march their 
troops—duly escorted as they were by Muni- 
cipal Polico—through the Settlement. Whether 
it was wise to exercise that technical right 
in the special conditions prevailing is another 
‘matter, On that point it is obvious that 
emphatic views have been held and, what is 
more, were conveyed to the Japanese in no 
uncertain terms by various foreign civil 
‘authorities. “However, the decision to hold 
the march was pressed; the outcome not only 
justified the apprehensions expressed but it 
‘also vindicated in the most effective way the 
ability of the Shanghai Municipal Council's 
Police to maintain law and order, It pro- 
duced, too, unmistakable proof of the dignity 
and restraint of the Chinese population of 
the Settlement, To that admirable conduct 
reference was made in this column on Satur- 
day; it may well be reaffirmed for as a cor- 
Tespondent has properly remarked Chinese: 
‘citizens deserve a share of the laurels earned 
‘on the day. Shanghai, in, fact, has acquitted 
itself with credit in a trying ordeal, 

Tt must be confessed that some doubt 
exists whether the Japanese authorities fully 
appreciate the significance of the impressions, 
created by the proceedings, ‘They will perhaps; 
realize that in a city where they have a 
definite stake as one of the partners in the! 
International Settlement, they have a large} 
number of friends who’ can be relied upon| 
to give sympathetic consideration to their 
point of view, so far as it accords with 
realities and those canons of elvie concord 
to which foreigners and Chinese alike attach 
‘special importance at this moment, It would 
be unfortunate if this asset were unthinkingly 
damaged. Frankness impels the remark that 
it was not enhanced by the developments 
‘arising out of the parade. The general feel 
ing is that the Settlement authorities were 
unfairly exposed to considerable strain by a 
‘demonstration which could not be divested 
‘of certain elements of danger. ‘The situation 
‘created by the deployment of Japancse troops 
In the heart of the Settlement was saved 
partly by Police restraint and partly by the 
tunhesitatingly prompt action of Colonel! 
‘Charles F. B. Price in Command of the Fourth 
U. S, Marines who had remained in military] 
control of a sector which enabled them to 
‘come to the assistance of the authorities. Itis a 
matter for the Council to consider whether it 
should not invite the foreign military com- 
manders to readjust their dispositions in the| 
light of that incident, ‘The Police have shown’ 
their ability to deal with a pressing omer- 
gency. There are limits, however, to the 
extent of their powers if anything like a 
sustained attempt be made to keep matters in 
a state of uncertainty. ‘The Japanese! 
authorities should recognize that their obliga- 
tions toward this city demand a careful dis-| 
tinction between the military duties of an! 
army in the fleld and the political require- 
ments of liaison with duly constituted civic! 
governments. It would be satisfactory to 
Tearn that General Matsui had been provided! 
‘with adequate assistance in that regard. 

Foreigners in Shanghai have displayed 
proper anxiety to adapt themselves to the 
regime now imposed by the accident of 
[Japanese military control of the surrounding 
area. They cannot be called upon on that) 
‘account to forego observance of recognized| 
notions of decency and chivalry. A few, it 
will be agreed, are inclined to be expressive 
in support of Japanese activities although 
even they, lately, have notably wavered in| 
that allegiance—a point which Japanese com- 
mentators might well note, ‘The majority of 
foreign Shanghallanders fecl, however, that, 
‘a8 a correspondent pointed out yesterday, the 
feclings of Chinese residents should be care-| 
fully “studied, especially as the Chinese! 
population has shown a clear recognition of 
‘the implications of citizenship of the Settle 
‘ment at this juncture. Anyone possessed of 
the most elementary capacity for courtesy 
and fair-play will vigorously deprecate as- 
sociation of the Settlement with actions or| 
words which can be interpreted as neglectful 
of those qualities. ‘The homely convention 
which precludes hitting a man when he is 
down is not* forgotten by honourable men 
and women here. So, as the Council takes 
due care with the ready co-operation of for- 
eign and Chinese residents to respect Japanese 
‘wishes on the subject of propaganda and the 
like, and to exact such courtesy toward 
Japanese citizens and Japanese authority as 
this policy entails, a reciprocal attitude may) 
fairly be expected from the Japanese. For 
example it is distressing to find that, despite 
the unequivocal approval given by the Jap- 
anese consular and military authorities to the| 
manner in which the Council's Police handled|

IS IT NECESSARY ?

Friends of China cannot help finding them- 
selves sympathetic with Japan's desire to 
establish economic relations with China on a 
firm footing for the sake of ensuring Far 
Eastern stability. This sympathy does not 
extend to approval of the methods which, by 
the pressure of unwise nationalistic fervour, 
Japan has been constrained to employ in 
wiving effect to her aims. Indeed it is ay 
parent that this military adventure on China's 
soil is stirring up ever-increasingly complex 
problems which cannot be solved by armed 
force in the last resort, China cannot do 
without Japan—economically or soclally—and 
that is why tlie iden of economic relationships 
is fundamentally sound, Japan cannot do 
without China for the same reasons and that 
is why this appalling development of conflict, 
Involving the destruction of the resources of 
both nations, to say nothing of the loss of 
lives, is fundamentally unsound, China com- 
mands intense sympathy in the world which 
pereeives how unequal is her defence to the 
task of resistance, although it abundantly 
admires the courage and tenacity by which 
her Government has been supported in its 
refusal to tolerate further unimpeded en- 
croachment on her sovereignty, Japan has 
Jong been held up to respect for a successful 
assumption of the duties and responsibilities 
of a modern Power. ‘The enterprise and 
patriotic devotion of her people have impelled 
wonderment and approval. ‘The pains and 
penalties attendant on a ‘rise to eminence 
have not been shirked, ‘The question arises 
whether this self-flagellation has been 
together necessary. Can Japan afford 
steadily to develop a technique which sels 
hher apart from other nations and limits the 
scope for understanding? Patriotism is not 
enough. ‘That still holds true despite the 
‘wave of nationalism spreading round the 
world to-day, Having acquicsced in a 
military programme for the accomplishment 
‘of her economic aims in China, is Japan. on 
safe ground in dispensing with all means for 
reserving relations with nations who, if not 
possessing her direct contacts with the Asiatic 
continent, have at the same time long- 
established interests here? Generally it seems 
that Japanese commercial opinion and the 
view of her financiers and statesmen concede 
the need for some form of understanding with 
other Powers. The actions of her military 
Jeaders may not necessarily confict with that 
attitude; the fact remains that they have an 
unfortunate knack of prejudicing it, 

Without traversing ground which has 
already been well worn in these columns and 
therefore without reiterating criticisms of the 
decisions which precipitated this present 
conflict, this journal feels that even the 
evidence of ascendancy over the Chinese 
armies does not bring Japan much consola- 
tion. ‘The prospect of erushing the Govern- 
ment by capturing Nanking presents no clear 
ground for elation, It may bo a Pyrthie 
vielory. A solitude which the maker desires 
to describe as peace has never been attractive, 
If the fabric of the Chinese administration’ be 
destroyed there is little inducement for the 
defeated nation to co-operate in the recon- 
struction of the country. If the Japanese 
armies have to remain in occupation for the 
purpose of repairing the extensive damage 
caused by the hostilities, thor task will be 
unenviable, Tis finality must indeed be dim 
cult to assess. Can it be pretended that such 
a predicament will be improved by antagonis- 
ing all who have contacts with the country. 
and, moreover, their own places in the life of 
the ‘Pacific?

Sentries were 
posted in all the side streets, while 
Groups of soldiers began to’ search 
alleyways and buildings. A Japanese 
soldier fired a rifle shot at a window 
fm the Sun Sun Bullding at about 1 
o'clock, but hit the wall instead. The 
shot added to the confusion wnd sent 
many elvilians scurrying for’ shelter. 
‘Ton minutes later the parade was 
resumed. 

Tt was noticeable both before and 
after the Incident how the men in 
the moving columns looked up at the 
buildings between which they were 
passing as if they expected trouble.

‘Tho Japanese banks and commer= 
clal houses downtown were all gaily 
decorated and thelr doors were 
thrown open for the dirst time since 
the beginning of the hostilities, “The

]was particularly brightly dressed and 
from in front of the building a 
large number of Japanese citizens 
rected the parade. This group in- 
cluded many young “women in 
brilliantly coloured kimonos,” and 
small boys and girls in’ their “Sun- 
day best." All” carried Japanese 
flags and’ waved them constantly 
‘during the march past, One Japan- 
‘ese had! a microphone which he held 
close to those cheering and’ through 
Which the “banzals" were sent to 
Tokyo and other cities in Japan.

Large Crowd Watches 


By this time a large crowd had 
sathored slong ‘The Bund, the 
Srench Bund and Avenue.

Protest Lodged with Japanese Consulate

‘Manager Powerless 

‘They have been operating up and 
down the river since the hostilities 
‘opened, and both, in addition to an 
Malian’ flag at the mast-head, carry 
the Italian fag. painted on’ either 
side of the ‘bridge, ‘The tenders 
were tied up at the French Bund 
yesterday when they were seized, 
practically under the nose of the 
foreign manager of the company, 
who Was powerless to prevent thelt 
being taken away, :

FOREIGNERS ALLOWED 
TO RETURN N. AREAS 


Permits Necessary and 
Curfew Enforced 


Four months, almost to a day, after| 
they were compelled to flee from thelr 
homes in Hongkew, Wayside, and

‘areas will ‘be permitted to return 
there on December 15.

Passes To Be Issued 

Consular identifeation papers will 
be required of applicants for admis- 
sion passes which will be issued by 
the Japanese Consulate-Gencral with 
the approval of the headquarters of 
the Special Naval Landing Party. 

Following thelr return to. their: 
homes, these residents will be ro- 
quired to inform the Shanghal Munt- 
cipal Police station in whose precinct 
their houses are located of their 
presence and hoist thelr respective 
national flag over their houses. 

Curfew will be in effect from 10 
o'clock at night to 5. o'clock in the 
morning, but residenis will be re 
quested not to go out unless absol 
Ty necessary after sunset,

AFTER ALL 


Monsignor McGrath on 
“Nobody's” Paradise 


A. beleagured city, that ig now 
partially emerging, bloody but un- 
bowed, from the gravest crisis in its 
history, Shanghat is not quite so bad 
as it is rainted-in the book, “Shanghal, 
Paradise of Adventurers", according 
to the Right Reverend Willlam C. 
‘McGrath, Prefect Apostolic of Lishul, 
who gave an address entitled “Shang” 
Tisi, Nobods's Paradise," over Radio 
Station XMHA on November 28. 
Reading this book, Shanghailanders 
‘asked themselves whether this could 
really be the elty in which they lived. 
portrayed In such sordid colours, 
Could anything good come out of this 
sink of iniquity, this haven of degen 
ferates, .dumping ground) for the 
iffraft and undesirables of the world? 
‘Yet some of them had seen much gooa 
in Shanghai as it had surmounted its 
Tatest erisis, 

‘Many of his listeners, declared 
‘Monsignor McGrath, had seon the city 
‘weather storm after storm during the 
past fifteen years,” when disaster 
Threatened and the inferno of war 
raged at ils very doors, Whence, they 
old ask themselves, came this Ine 
domitable, unconquerable spirit of 
‘Shanghai, which accounted for its 
amazing powers of recovery?

HIDING 101 DAYS 


Woman of 84 Survives: Man's 
Bones Found 


In houses facing obscure alleyways 
In Hongkew, Chinese residents are 
still believed to be hiding from the 
Japanese military. preferring starv: 
tion and disease to the discovery of 
their presence by soldiers or marines. 


On on Dec. 4 the Municipal Police 
Alscovered four such Chinese civilians 
cowering in a closed-up house in 
Market Street, near Broadway and 
the Hongkew ‘Creek, all the vietims 
of disoase and privation, 

‘A fifth member of the same houso- 
hold, aman, had died of a bullet 
wound during the first week of 
September. He was shot on August 
20-and lived only about five days

RED CROSS WORK IN SHANGHAI 


How Refugees. and Wour 


nded Are Taken Care Of: 


Workers at Cosmopolitan Club 


GLOWING tribute to the humanitarian work that is being 
carried on for the refugees and the wounded was paid at 
a luncheon mecting of the Cosmopolitan Club at the Park Hotel 


on Dec. 1, when the Jacquinot 


Committee and Dr. W. W. Yen, 


Chairman ‘of the International Red Cross Executive Board, were 


guests of the Club. 

‘The banner which had been cour- 
ageously unfurled amidst scenes of 
death and destruetion and the protec- 
Aion and aid thus rendered at a time 
‘of most urgent need -to thousands 
‘and thousands of the homeless and 
pitiful refugees had brought out the 
better “instincts of human beings. 
preventing them from becoming 
brutalized. ‘This was what Dr. W. W. 





Yen said of the achievements of the 
Red Cross 
Dr. Yon wfas introduced to the 





gathering by Dr. Herman C. E. Lit, 
Who presided. After the briet speech 
iaiven by the former Ambassador to 
Moscow, Father Jacquinot and Dr. F. 
©. ‘Yen’ of the ‘Chinese Red Cross 
Society outlined the work of the 
‘organizations to whieh they belong. 





Wistory of Red Cross 

The Red Cross work, in China 
began with the organization of an 
international committee on the eve 
of the Russo-Japanese War. Mr 
Sheng Tung-ho and the foreign con- 
ssuls in Shanghai were responsible for 
the repatriation of no less than 130.- 
000 refuyees from Manchuria. Through 
their efforts. about 250,000 lives were 
spared, 

‘With this ox a start, the Chinese 
Red Cross joined the 1996 Convention: 
China also became a member of the 
League of Red Cross Societies in- 
lated by America, Dr. Yen con= 
Uinued. In its 34 years of existence, 
the Chinese Red Cross has created 
‘an envlable record in spite of Iimited 
resources at its command. It has 450 
branches with a membership of 140, 
00 persons. Testifying to Its pop) 
lurily, several Chinese societies have 
been modelled after it 

Following Dr. Yen's speech, Father 
Jnequinot spoke of. the Nantao sanctu- 
‘ory, mentioning the names of Messrs. 








C. "Baboud. Hons Berents, A. S. 
Jaspar. G. Findlay Andrew, W. H. 
Plant ‘and Brig-Gen. BE, B. Mac- 


haghten, who were equally respon- 
ible for the refugee relief work in 
the Chinese ily. Public opinion, the

Sanctuary Respect 

While the Japanese had done their 
part, the Chinese soldiers had in ne 
circumstances violated the sanetusry 
9f the area throughout the fighting, 
Father Jacquinot said. Although 
relentlessly pursued by their enemy. 
the soldiers bravely and courage- 
ously avoided takings shelter in the 
vone. ‘They had a keen sense of 
esponsibility and hud not endangered 
the refugees by their presence. Many 
hus sacrificed their own lives rather 
than enter the safety area. 

‘The refugees remained calm 
throughout the ordeal. Despite the 
faet that bombs and shells exploded 

close proximity, they kept dis 
ipline, Father Faequinot continued. 
IL was sulelent to say that trust in 
thelr" behaviour had) never been 
misplaceet 

Father Jacquinot said the future of 
the sanetuary was unknown, Many 
of the refugees were thinly clad and 
this winter would prove to be the 
feverest. 96 far ay they wore con- 
cerned, since the ‘Taiping Rebellion. 
Father’ Jaequinol expressed the firm 
Velicf that publie sympathy and sup- 
port would continue to be fortheom= 
ing. He said he teusted in the 
Chinese race aid its ultimate re- 
Juvenation.” Te had enough stamina 
and stability to enable its people to 
go through any exis. 


40000 Cases Handled 


‘Dr. F: C. Yen, the next speaker, 
sold the hostilities found the Chinese 
Red Cross quite unprepared for the 
sudden “emergency. When the 
wounded began to come ins Atteen 
Red Cross hospitals anmediately 
voluntecred to take care of them. 
In addition to 24. private emergency 
hospitals established to cope with the 
situation, societies and public organ 
faations also opened “hospitals to 
look afier the wounded. 

‘Of the 40.000 wounded handled by 
the Red Cross, 10,822. including 1425, 
civilians. treated) in vai 
hospitals in Shanghal. Fatal cases 
amounted (o 1,462. which represented 
thisteen per “cent, Many’ of 
wounded soldiers were sent to the 
Interfor. It was, however, a difficult 
and expensive’ task. costing an 
‘average of $4 per head in the trans- 
orlation of the wounded from the 
front to the interior. ‘The cases 
handled in this manner amounted 
to 24402. So the total of cases pass 
ing through the Red Cross‘ was 
43,85. 












































‘The Red Cross also organized elght 
frst ald corps and maintained fire! 
‘aid stations near the front line, Dr. 
Yen ‘said. ‘Thirly ambulances were 
used to ‘carry the weunded from 
these stations to the  Chungshan 
Hospital, where the slightly wounded 
soldiers’ were sent to the Interior. 
tnd the serious cases were kept In 
Shanghai. 

‘The hospitals treated 5.000 wound- 
ed at a time, while 300 to 400 fresh 
eases were registered dally at” the 
collecting station at Chungshan Hos- 





pital. Confusion resulted only when 
these numbers were exceeded, Dr. 
‘Yen said, 


Peculiar Features 


‘The Red Cross work had peculiar 
features, Dr. Yen said. It is a private 
lenterprise supported by" Shanghai 
residents. Fifteen of the thirty. 
ambulances were contributed by coal 
‘merchants. Numerous doctors and 
nurses volunteered their services. 
Women's. associations brought. com- 
forts to hospitals. What had been 
done by the Shanghal community in 
‘meeting this emergency was worthy 
‘of commendation. he said. 

Many dimeult problems had_pre- 
sented themselves to the Red Cross. 
‘ond just at this time the International 
Red Cross had come into being. After 
‘expressing appreciation for the work 
done by the new organization, Dr. Yen 
seld that among the problems facing 
"ihe Red Cross were the care of the 
4300 wounded soldiers still in 
Shanghai, thelr “maintenance and 
evacuation. in addition to the eare of 
500.000 refugees. Hope was expressed 
that Shanghai would continue their 
support generously in this work. 





RED CROSS GET RESPONSE 
TO CALL FOR HELP 


Almost the entire city of Shanghai 
is answering the call of the Inter= 
‘national Red Cross for volunteer help, 
‘Eager to have a share in the humanl= 
tarlan task that is being done for the 
war victims, men and women of, 
Various nationalities and in different 
walks of life are offering their ser- 
vices to various Committees of ‘the 
International Red Cross. Some of 
these workers give thelr full’ time, 
Jsome part time, while others under= 
take whatever’ odd Jobs they car 
perform, 

Perhaps the largest group of volun: 
ocr workers and one that deserves 
special mention is the Visiting Sul 
committee, headed by Mr. NB. 
Doodha and assisted by Mer, A. T. 
Cairneross, Mr. L. D. Cio, the Rev 
W. 11. Hudspeth, Mr, 'M. ©, Willi 
and Rev, Alexander Baxter. This Sul 
committee has inspected practically 
all the refugee camps in the. Inter- 
national ‘Settlement “and the French 
Coneession, and have made vatuable

Two Robbers Killed and One 
Wounded by Police 





In about 50) exchanged 
between the police and robbers at 
the corner of Avenue. Road and 
Carter Road, at about 7 pm. yester 
day, (wo gunmen were ‘shot dead: 
anoiher ‘was critically wounded and 
a pedestrian received slight injuries 
Six suspects were arrested by the

“About three and half hours after 
the affray. another shooting hap- 
pened In Hoopeh Road, when a 
policeman and a lone robber with

in. alleyways adjoining the premises 
while a search was carried out, 

Entering [Blanchi's, adjoining the 
Mice Appliance Co, and vacant at 
the present time, the police found 
seven stolen typewriters, A damaged 
typewriter lying on the floor and @ 
hole in a skylight in the roof in- 
dicated that one of the robbers had 
Gropped his share of the booty while 
centering the shop, and the gang had 
taken fright and’ made of, leaving 
their haul behind, “A thorough search 
was made by the police of all alley= 
ways inthe vieinity, and refugees 
living there were elosely questioned 
fas to the movements of any suspicious 
persons in the neighbourhood during 
the week-end, The police party 
curried out thelr investigations for 
‘most of the morning, and a part of 
the afternoon, So 'far, the . gan 
responsible for the robbery has not 
‘been traced,

{otal value of which was approximate-

Four Armed Robberies 


Dec. 5. 

Four armed robberies were re 
ported in the International  Settle- 
ment yesterday, one in the extremely 
early hours of the morning. the other 
three in the late part of the evening: 
While three were minor affairs, 0- 
volving amounts around $50. ove re- 
presented a loss of about $1,900 to 
the unfortunate victims, 

‘The frst robbery occurred ot 1245 
‘am, when seven men, threo earry- 
Ing ‘pistols, entered a country house 
fn Connaught Road and stole cloth- 
ing and money to the total value of 
$50. ‘They used the Kompo dialect, 
the inmates of the house xeported. 
AL 7 pm, four men, one with a 
pistol, “two with imitation  pistots, 
entered a four shop at 718 New: 
chwang “Road, and stole about 
£1,000 in notes ‘and silver coins, 
‘These robbers spoke in the Shanghal 
dialeot, 

‘At 7.80 pm. three men, one of 
thom ‘sported a Mauser pistol, ent- 
ered a house in ‘Tsu Yue Pond alley- 
way, off Yu Yuen Road, and stole 
money, jewellery and clothing to the 
value’ of $40. They used the 
Northern dialect. Finally, at 830 
pm, four men, one of them armed, 
‘entered House’ 1, Lane 476 Brenan 
Road, and stole money and clothing. 
{o the volue of $00. ‘The inmates of 
the house reported that the men used 
both the Shanghai and the Peiping 
‘dialects. In each case, the robbers 
got away without fring any shots and 
before any alarm could be raised. 











Robbers Held by French Police 


Intensive investigations following 
several armed robberies in the 
French Coneession during the past 
few days resulted in the arrest of 
seven men and a quantity of arms 
‘and ammunition by the French 
Police yesterday afternoon. The 
seven men are being held on 
suspicion, 

‘The robberies are believed to be 
the result of the activities of a large 
gang of criminals, it was leamed 
ast” night, and while the arrested: 
men are still only under suspicion, 
the police are in possession of clues 
which are expected to connect them 
with at least three or four recent 
robberies in the French Concession 
‘and Settlement. 

Five of the men were arrested at 
14 ciclock yesterday afternoon in Rue’ 
Lafayette, the other two belng taken 
jinto custody in Chengtu Toad with 
the co-operation of the Settlement 
Police. In all, six automatic pistols 
Jand about a Hundred rounds of am- 
munition were seized, and these have 
all been turned over to the Arms 
Ideatifeation Bureau of the French 
[Police for examination. Several 
more important arrests are expected 
during the next day or two, it is 
Jconfidently stated. 

‘Only one armed robbery was xe- 
ported in the French Concession yes- 








terday, six men, five of them armed 


with pistols, entering a Chinese 
Jhouse in Rue Lorton at about 9 pm, 
‘and stealing about $3,000 worth of 
jewellery and money. Before scarch- 
fing the house, the robbers bound the 
inmates and were thus able to escape 
before an alarm could be raised.

Shanghai, Nov. 29. 

‘The Russian colony is “listening in’ 
with unwaning Interest to the rapid 
development of events in “Shangha’ 
and in the outside world, Never has 
Avenue Joffre hummed with rumour 

« loudly as during the past two weeks. 
This is explained not only. by the 
foct that the war in Shanghal and. 
later, the dizzy soar in. the prices 
of food, caused groat_ inconvenience 
to Ruslan emigrants—as they did to 
vall other Shanghailanders. ‘This ex- 
ceitement rather has ite souree in the 
prevalent belief that events have only 
‘commenced and will shortly not only: 
ffect in the closest way, bul even 
grip in. thelr tolls every Russian 
‘emigrant, 

‘The Russian press has insisted ever 
inca July that the present conflict 
in China is but the rst act of a 
tragedy which will in the course of 
time be followed by the second—n 
war ona larger scale. which may 
engulf the whole of Asia, Russians 
now that experienced and unbiased! 
Torelgn observers hold a totally 
ifferent view on this questfon; bu: 
they only shrug thelr shoulders’ and, 
tuslde, say in the words of their 
famous writer D. S. ‘Merejkowski. 
that after all they have gone through 
they have become as men with “skins 
peeled to the flesh” —ond therefore 
With a more delicate sense of pre- 
sentiment, 


New Conditions 

But fasiile from foreboding 
vellefs, the Russian colony watches 
Tocal developments with such tense 
Interest because fresh in its memory 
are the events of the past few years 
in Harbin—from where the majority 
fof Russians arrived here during the 
last 15 years—and in Tientsin. where 
in the four months following the 
‘Mareo Polo Bridge incident the life of 
the Russian colony underwent many 
‘changes, “What forms the new condi- 
tons will take in Shanghai is a ques- 
lon Which concerns them. deoply. 
‘ag Russians are under the Jurisdiction 
of Joel courts and are ‘given pas- 
sports, visas and registration paper: 
by Organizations outside of the 
‘Youndaries of the International Set 
Uement andthe Concession. On this 
subject hundreds of rumours, each 
with a score of conflicting versions 
are spreading throughout the colony. 

Russian emigrants steeped in thei 
pessport troubles have at last beon 
extended some help on that score. 
‘Mr, Loumis. the. Shanghai representa 
tive of the Nansen Committee of the 
League of Nations, has sent a letter 
to Mr. N, Aall, the Senior Consul 
Asking him to inform all Tocal_ con- 
wulates of the legality: of passports 
which he is issuing on behalf of the 
shove committee. Before this ques 
tion ise fully settled, Mr, Louis 
holds his present activities as purely, 
temporary. and issues’ passports and 
visas only’ to those who fave wirgent 
need of them, 

Bishop John is planning to leave 
for Europe in the near future in 
‘order to take part in the Orthedox 

ishops’ Conclave in. Belgrade He 
will travel part of ihe way with 
Archbishop Nestor of Harbin. wh

Russian Club, ‘There. also. free food 
ig catered 10° those who need It. At 
Eresent there are 648 people in the 
latter category, of which 409 are 
‘men, 151 women, and 88 children. Up 
to November Ist 40.790 meals were 
ilven oul; and from August 18th to 
October Bist Ch. $4,900 were spent 
10 conts being the ‘cost of making 
‘one meal, In November, when prices 
soared, the special committee 1 

charge of the problem managed { 
keep the cost down to 18 cents por 
meal, ‘This large-scale assistance war 
made possible only through the un- 
Uring efforts of M. E. Jaspar, Direc 
tor of the Caisse des Oeuvres, who 
contributed $2261.63 "in Septembdr 
‘and $3100.00 the following month, Tn

‘One has it that authoritative circles 
in Hongkong are discussing the pos- 
sibility of lessening the difficulties of 
entering the Crown Colony for 
Russians who could be considered as 
a desirable element. And that in 
ease of drastic changes In the Inter~ 
national Settlement the Russian Re- 
Jgiment, could even be invited to 
proceed there with colours dying and 
bugles blowing. Another rumour is 
even more roseate: Russians will be

Billing ceased 
for all olhier subscribers as from 
‘August 17, 

‘North—Subseribers in this area are 
billed from the 27th of one month’ 
to the 26th of the following month 
‘and, therefore, the bills for the period| 
from July 27 to August 26 were! 
already released at the time hostile 
ties commenced. 

For all subscribers who advised the

phones’ to. be, disconnected, billing’

War Correspondent’s Death 


INQUEST ON BOK, P, PEMBROKE STEPHENS 
Before Mr. C. H. Haines, Coroner 
(Verdict of death by misedventure) 


A verdict of death by misadventure, 
due to gunshot wounds in the head, 
was passed by Mr. C. H, Haines, 
Coroner, in H.M. Police Court on Dee, 
2, when! the inquest was concluded 
‘on Mr, Philip Pembroke Stephens, 
former’ special correspondent of the 
London “Dally Telegraph and Morn~ 
ing Post’, Mr. Stephens was killed 
on-November 11 while watching the 
Japanese attack on Nantao from a 
water tower at the end of Avenue 
‘Duball. 








Stephens should have suffered as 
result of his enthusiasm to carry out. 
his duties as well as he could. “Un 
fortunately", sald Mr. Haines, “these 
risks have to be taken.” 

Evidence was given by M, P. 
‘Leblanc, Assistant “Commissioner in 
the French Police, who identified 
articles produced in court as those 
‘handed {o him on November 1} after 
hhaving been removed from the coat 
‘of the deceased.

‘Two Chinese Killed by Japanese 


‘The bodies of two Chinese killed by 
‘Japanese were removed to the Kiao- 
chow Road Park on November 29 
when an inquest. was held by Pro- 
curator Dong. Deceased were Kuh 
‘Abesiaw and Wong Zuh-foh, 

Sub-Inspr. Lee Yung-teh of Sinza 
Police Station told the Procurator that| 
CPC. No, 2417 found the body of 
Kuh Ah-siow on Sinza Road, near 
Myburgh Road, “suffering from 17 
stab wounds inthe neck and chest, 
at 1150 am. on November 22. 
Deceased said he went to. Pootung 
‘with a friend on November 21 to buy 
Vegetables and, owing to his friend 
using abusive’ language to three 
Japanese soldiers, they were both 
[stabbed with bayonets, his. felend. 
Veing Yalled. Decoased was removed 
to the Lester Chinese Hospital where 
hho suceumbed at 9.20 am. on Nov- 
ember 27. Having questioned a 
witness, the Procurator returned 
verdict of death due to stab wounds. 

Sub-Inspr. Lee Jul kong of the 
Contral Police Station stated that 
Wong Zuh-foh was shot by a Japanese 
soldier at his house opposite Woosung 
at 730 am. on November 20, 
Deceased's brother callea for assist-| 
spee at, the Texaco, Co, ne 

jereupon he was brought to Shang:

‘he Lester Hospital. Deceased, how- 


veloped had obviously varied, the 
Company, in an endeavour to be fair 
to, subscribers, cancelled the bills 
dated August’ 27 and September 
2%, and service was charged” to

previously notified the Company that | 
they did not require service, were 
billed in the regular manner on

In November, special tests were 
made by the Company in the North 
area to establish which subseribers 
hhad evacuated their premises, and in 
these cases the Company did not 
know at what dates the subscribers 
had ceased 10 enjoy service, but in 
‘an endeavour to be as fair to the sub- 
seribers as possible, the Company 
cancelled all bills dated August 27, 
September 27 and October 27 and 
only charged for service up to 
August 26, 


‘The Company would point ous that, 
under its regulations, the subscriber 
‘when leaving his premises and desir- 
ing his services to cease, should so 
Inform the Company. Without this 
notification and without evidence in 
the Company's Exchanges that the 
ine is out of order, the Company has. 
no other alternative than to charge 
in accordance with its regulations,

Another instance of Pootung farm~ 
ers having been victimized by gangs 
ccume to light on Nov.30 when, before

jeused of extortion by” means “of 
intimidation, and remanded. Other

The object of 
the programme, the’ President ox- 
plained at a press conference, was to 
Improve the condition of the “un- 
derpriviteged third.” ‘The wages and 
hours bill would improve the lot of

Jedjournment this summer in return 
for a Presidential promise (o renew

‘The main points the President In~ 
sists upon in farm legislation are that 
‘any attempts to bolster farm prices 
must have as thelr counterpart. the 
Jeontrot of farm. surpluses. It is over 
this question of controt that the battle 
will rage for the farmer is a great 
‘individualist. Under the old AAA he 
[was asked io co-operate voluntarily 
In roturn for benefits and a similar 
‘dea will in alt probability be adopted 
by Congress in their now bill 

‘Once the farm Dill Is out of the 
way the next matter the Senate will 
have to discuss is the anti-lynching 
bill, Tt has nothing to do with the 
President's programme but verbal 
Promises were made at the close of 
the last session that it would be taken 
‘up as soon as farm legislation had 
been disposed of. The bill would 
‘naake local officers liable to punish- 
ment and local communities Hable to 
fines if they permitted lynchings to 
lake place, 

‘The Southern Senators are bitterly. 
‘opposed to the Dill not of course on 
the grounds that negroes who commit 
certain offences deserve to be lynched. 
but on the grounds that the bill pro= 
vides for an unwarrantable intrusion 
of the Federal Government into local 
affairs. ‘They will feel in duty bound 
to debate the bill at length but prob- 
‘ably: would be secretly pleased at this! 
passage. It would provide them with 
fan extremely good talking point in 
thelr criticism of the New Deal to 
which most Southern Democrats are 
Row oppored. 


Possible Compromise 

‘The wages and hours bill was tied!

‘There is here, the utility companies 
point out, a vast untapped reservoir 
‘of jobs. The industry could employ 
‘more men than the rellet administra- 
ion without costing the taxpayer a| 
penny, All that is needed is a dif 
ferent attitude on the part of the 
JGovernment; encouragemen instead of 
hostility and an effort to sap the: 
strength of the private companies by 
creating subsidized Government power 
plants, 

Strength of President 

More interesting than the program- 
me itself will be the problem of! 
whether or no the President's control 
of Congress “has been permanently 
weakened by the Supreme Court fight, 
That long drawn-out contest united 
Into a coherent opposition numerous| 
[Senators and Congressmen who had 
ttle else in common. There is no| 
feature of the speciai session pro- 
gramme which will stir up such bitter| 
feeling and therefore no likelihood of| 
Jony serious reverse. But at the same 
time there will be no such devoted 
following of Presidential wishes. as| 
in the Congresses of the carly New 
Deal, Congressmen have. defled 
Jupiter and the lightning has not 
[struck them. Emboldened by. such 
‘knowledge they ‘will be Ukely to 
assert their independence far more 
frequently. Congress will be ‘con 
fused, from the President's point of 
view troublesome, and there’ will be 
ino certainty of any measure passing. 

‘Another interesting feature will be 
the attitude of the Republican party.

‘brunt of opposing the President was 
‘born by discontented Democrats, Re- 
publican leaders now begin to feel

No Real Opposition 

But even with its three leaders the 
Republican party does not provide the 
real opposition to the philosophy of 
the New Deal. Criticism of the Pre- 
ident for artifeially fixing prices, 
destroying individual iniUative and! 
not allowing econiomle forces to have 
free play comes hardly {rom the party. 
which passed. the highest protective 
tariff’ in United’ States history. Tl 
‘conies more readily from men such. 
fas Senator Wheeler and. Senator 
Borah, oldstyle Liberals whose past 
record yives them every right. to| 
denounce the New Deal for going too 
for in the direction of Government 
‘centralization and Government con 
trol, 

‘The New Dealers would like to| 
think. that’ their real opposition was| 
from the reactionary elements in the| 

untry. The criticism of men such 
fas Wheeler is generally ignored and 
‘different enemies are denounced in 
different speeches who are essentially 
the same well-worn straw mien taken 
out of the White House cellar dressed. 
tup for one speech as Bourbons, for 
another ux Tories, another” as. 
Economic Royalists and the next as| 
Lord Macaulays and knocked down 
with great gusto and much applause. 

‘The President's recent tour showed | 
that he still. retained his personal 
popularity, But it also showed that 
this personal popularity did not mean.

Remarkable Growth of Air Mail: Royal Air Force 
Expanding at Satisfactory Rate 


‘London, Oct, 30. 
Statistics of the world's total 
fairmails, which have just been 
complied, ‘show that they | now 
amount ‘to over- 300,000 miles, 100 
times what they were eighteen years 


ago. 

‘in November 1919 the British Post 
‘OMmce sent ite Arst alremails to Paris. 
From the 250-mile route the service 
hhas grown to cover all the principal 
cities of Europe and the eastern 
section of the Empire. From Egypt 
the Empire fying-boats and acro- 
planes branch out to Indie, the 
[Stralts, Hongkong and Australia; and 
[down through Afriea to Durban 
the Cape, A. connecting route also 
serves West Africa, Judging by the 
recent. trans-Atlantic survey fights, 
It will not be long before Canada is 
‘also linked up by alt with the rest 
‘of the Empire; and of course the| 
Unite States. 

Tn addition to mails, there has been 
‘a remarkable increase latterly in the 
variety of trade samples sent by 
Jaeroplane about the world, these In- 
cluding samples of silk, wool, dyes, 
cotton, tobacco, beans, ‘carpets and 
feven ' engineering and electrical 
‘machinery:

Fanny> Price's obnoxious young cousins 
laughed at her for talking of “the Isand”— 
“as if there were no other island in the 
world.” But Fanny was a Portsmouth girl, 
ind all good south Hampshire know cs well 
as they did when “Mansfield Parle” was being 
written a century ago, that there is no other 
island in the least like the Iste of Wight. 











L have heen spending four days at Ventnor; 
malking leisurely excursions here and there, 
always under glorious sunshine, while the 
papers told us that “the adjacent islands of 
Great Britain and Ireland” were shrouded in 
fog, In summer the Island’s charms are 
swamped by swarms of tourists. But in 
autumn when gardens are ‘still bright with 
flowers and the red and gold of the woods, 
the brown ploughlands, blue sea and white 
cliffs make up a glorious symphony of colour, 
the Island is incomparable. 





Ina restless ever-changing world, the 
vuniquy unchanging atmosphere of the Island 
is not the least of its fascinations. The 
Romans, who called it Vectis and built their 
villas there, would, except for a few super- 
ficial differences, recognize it at once. ‘The 
Tudors certainly would. In their time the 
London merchants were buying up large 
tracts of the Island to tun into sheep farms 
for wool. But the Tudors made them dis- 
gorge, They wanted their people to be free, 
not serfs of capitalisis, but independent 
yeomen, sturdy defenders of their country 
‘against the French, What the Tudors wanted 
they usually got. One seems to trace the 
iluence of their policy to this day. 


Not Immving been to the Island since T was! 
a boy, T was surprised to find how little real 
alteration has taken place. In the hotel 
lounge was a coloured print of Ventnor in 
the 1850's, with bewhiskered gentlemen in 
very tall hats and ladies in erinolines: there 
fare 20 houses now for every one in the| 
picture, but the feeling of the town seems to 
remain the same, So it is elsewhere. Some 
bungalows and pscudo-Jacobean villas have 
appeared; there is no part of the British Isles 
which has wholly eseaped them. But in the 
main the houses are all of stone or brick, and 
such enchanting villages as Brightstone God-| 
shill, Wroxall and others remain as. lovely’ 
asever. So far, they have defeated the hate~ 
tul hand of the speculative builder as the 
“Vudors defeated the City merchant, 





A conspicuous feature of the Island is the! 
riendliness of its inhabitants, the four legged 
‘as much as the two. ‘The cats deserve an 
article all to themselves. I never saw, in the 
same space of ground, 90 many, or such 
beautiful cats. I have'a great respect and 
affection for cats and think none the worse 
‘of them for being usually somewhat aloof 
und unapproachable. But in the Island they 
come forward spontaneously to do the hon- 
ours of whatever shop, farm, restaurant, cove 
or castle you may visit. ‘Then there was the 
dog which joined us at Bonchurch for a walle 
to Shanklin, shared our lunch on the beach 
‘and wanted’ to come on with us in the bus to 
Newport. Luckily we were able to entrust 
him to a girl who was going back to Bon- 
church and who undertook to see him home. 

Even wild creatures seem to feel the 
‘Island’s humanizing influence. Pheasants ran 
about the roads with perfect indi‘texenee for 
the traffic, And one afternoon as we sat in 
Bluckgang Chine, a fox came out on the clift 
side not 50 yards away, surveyed us calmly, 
prickled his ears at the sunset, snuffed the 
evening breeze and then strolled leisurely 
away round the cliff. 


Blackgang itself has changed in one way. 
‘there is the same absurd bazaar at the top. 
where you may buy boxes ornamented with 
shells, paper weights filled with Alum Bay 
sands, and mugs with pictures on them of 
smugglers earousing—pethaps the same gang 
that gave their name to the place. And the 
Chine itself is- still the wild majestic rift in 
Nature’s building which awed even an un- 
impressionable schoolboy of 14. But you can 
no Tonger get down to the sands, Some 50 
fect from the bottom the cliff sides have 
fallen, in and as the descent of them now is 
treacherous, railings bar the way. Not far 
to the east’ of the Chine, a landslip thas left 
three houses isolated on a most uncertain! 
promontory with no means of getting to them 
except by a path which even the islanders 
would hesitate to cross in the dark. The 
furniture of one house was to be auctioned 
q few days after our visit, and anything 
Drought would have to be carried out by this 
path, One may imagine that the price would 
not be high. .

r the most part one travels on springy 
“going deliciously through the most 
pellucid air,” high above the resounding sea. 
‘Then for a mile and a half the cliffs have 
subsided into a long slope of broken ground, 
where the path zigzags up and down between 
blackberry bushes and innumerable little 
rivulets, “It was some of the hardest going 
imaginable, for all this ground is the famous. 
“blue slipper” clay of the Isle of Wight, 
greasy and sticky beyond words. It was a. 
‘ease of two steps forward and one back, with 
the hot sun beating on us, and not a breath 
of fresh air to cool us nor any sign of life or 
habitation of mer in view. From the farmer’> 
point of ‘blue slipper makes the Island 
as fertile as Eden.

Of the various showplaces, it is a question 
whether you put Nature’s work in Alum Bay, 
or man's work in Carisbrooke Castle first. 
Alum Bay, with its cliffs of many-coloured 
sandstone, ‘red, purple, black, brown, yellow 
and green, is unique. ' There is nothing like 
it anywhere in the world I believe, and no- 
body has any idea of how it came to be. 
Also, the beach being very narrow and almost 
‘unapproachable except at low tide, and the 
bay ending in those terrible rocks, the 
Needles, the effect of it all is eerie and my- 
sterious like a scene in Dante's Inferno. 


‘At Carisbrooke we duly saw the donkey do 
his trick of walking round and round inside 
& great wheel to draw water from the well, 
which isso deep that if you throw in a jug 
of water it takes five seconds for the sound 
of the splash to come up again. And then 
the donkey comes and demands biscuits. 
‘There are three donkeys, a black, a grey and 
8 brown, all very sleek ‘and plump: even in. 
winter there are plenty of biscuits. In the 
Castle rcords it is told that one donkey lived 
to be 47 yeurs old. A question arose in one’s 
mind: Have the keepers of Carisbrooke 
achieved the traditionally impossible feat of 
seeing a dead donkey? Presumably they 
must have, unless donkeys do not really dic 
Lut, like old soldiers, only fade away. | But 
we felt it was too delicate a subject to be 
broached.

Impressive Visit to the Nantao Arca

‘When Florence Nightingale volun 
tecred for nursing service in the| 
Crimea she, with her vital urge for| 
‘action, fine administrative ability, and 
‘able business head, sadly’ shocked th 
males of her time, and, it isu 
derstood the females also, who pre~ 
ferred to remain in the’ decorative 
frames which early. Vietorians con- 
sidered suitable for feminine charms. 
‘True, this heroine's later successes 
brought her much admiration, but 
modern historians have robbed ‘us of 
the picture of the gentle lady with 
the ‘lamp, and represented her as 
being a woman of strong character, 
of agitated passion for action, and an 
‘executive ability which disturbed the 
gentlemen holding fine, comfortable, 
Government positions. 

‘The reverence and admiration’ in 
which this woman has since been 
held, and her place in history are well 
deserved, but certain it is that the 
torch of carnest service which she 
placed in women's hands, has been 
Well” carried through succeeding 
generations, and it Is fitting that some 
Of us should be made aware hov 
Valiontly this 1s being borne at the 
present time by selfless, noble women 
‘who are with us right how, and here,

‘Modest Lights 


Nothing is further from the wishes 
and intent of these fine women than 
that they should be sung of to-day:

‘All around were women suckling 
infants, and here is something for 
gently reared women to ponder upon: 
women who, in thelr efforts to per- 
Torm their natural duties have need 
to recourse to polfons and specia! 
treatment. In these eases noted there 
was no failure of the maternal fount. 
One ‘has read with pity of children 
striving to gain nourishment from 
mothers whom Poverty has robbed of 
their milk, but not here, for some. 
reason. It was astonishing, and one 
wonders how such maternal health 
can come about. 

In sundry large baskets were piled 
unappetising, doughy-looking cakes, 
land two of these per person per diem 
fs all that can be allotted in the way 
of food. These were distributed by 
two sturdy coolles each with a big 
stlek to keep off savage raids which 
might ensue. Some who, by unknown 
means, can get vegetables or other 
foods, are able to cook as mentioned, 
‘but the refugee relief can only allow 
of the dole of the cakes.

‘Compassionate foreigners are in- 
lined to invest these poor Chinese 
bosoms with emotions like unto, 
those which thelr own gentle train- 
Ing has Inculeated in themselves, 
but the writer is sorry to spoil a 
pretty idea. Not patient endurance, 
for surely that must spring from 
some spiritual or gentle medium, 
but dull, animal acceptance of a 
hhard lot’ is the common expression : 
no kindling eyes at the sight of 
foreign helpers, but dispirited de- 
mands for some needed material 








comfort. 
‘And, naturally s0. One cannot 
criticize such, for it is the normal 


‘outcome of an existence made up of 
toll, starvation, privation and every 
adverse afliction which con assall 
mankind, 

‘The most harrowing reflection is 
that, though we foreigners in 
‘Shanghal are made sharply aware 
of this state of things through re- 
‘cent events, and with the distracted 
fon. our very doorsteps, this, and 
Similar distresses are in existance 
fall over China. In every city of 
this country we understand that 
Disease, Poverty, Death and Starva- 
tion are stark ‘brothers with which 
the populace keep company from 
birth to death. The attitude of 
those who fail to die under the 
strain, ean searcely be described as 
one of stoic endurance, and brave 
battle against odds, or ‘of conscious 
patience: it is merely that they en- 
dure because Fate has not found it 
in her merey (o extinguish life, or 
so it appears to this writer. 
Reconstruction Attempted
